GiVl Never Again Seen Alive. 


Later\ln the evening Sayler and 


Jane Adams went to the ocean end of 
the pier and the younger pair return- 
ed to their homes. Jane Adams never 
returned home and theii following day 
the two Saylers disappeared. On Feb- 
ruary 13 the body of Jane was found 
In the surf' at 
Chelsea. Suspicion 


having been directed to the Saylers.
